ARRIVAL OF BODIES 
IS MARKED BY ASAD 
DEMONSTRATION 


Battleship Bearing Bodies of the 
Assassinated Archduke and 
Consort Arrives at Trieste 


BUILDINGS DRAPED AND 
WOMEN IN MOURNING 


Large Gathering of Royalty, Mili- 
tary and Clerical Dignitaries 
Take Part in Ceremonies 


Trieste, Austria, July —An impos- 


ing demonstration today accompanied 
the landing here from the Austrian 
battleship Vieribus Unitis, of the 
bodies of the assassinated Arch-Duke 
Franz Ferdinand and his conson, the 
Duchess of Llohenberg. The entire 
community thronged the shore or 
stood on board ships in the harbor at 
an early hour. 

On the wharf a large 
been kept avee for the 
ques, Which were draped in gold ad 
black On the left stood the gen- 
erals and admirals and other officers 
of the army and navy, with the com- 
mander chief of the Austrio-Hun- 
warian TWevy. Rear Admiral Oskar 
Hansa, at their head. On the right 
were the governor of the maritime 
provinces, Prince Hohenlohe-Scuil- 
jings-luerst, and many other state 
and municipal officials in brilliant 
uniforms. 

An enormous gathering of mem- 
bers of various societies and deputies 
representing shipping, commerce, and 
different trades and all the Catholic 
clergy of Trieste, and the clergy of 
other denominations had assembied, 
and behind them was drawn up a 
naval guard of honor, while the 
Whole square was filled by students. 

The two coffins, shrouded with na- 
tional flags, were transferred from 
the battleship to a barge draped with 
flags. This was towed by a tender 
to shore amid aptillery salutes and the 
tolling of church bells. 

The guard of ‘honor = presented 
arms as the coffins were carried to 
the catafalques, followed by the mem- 
bers of the households of the lite 
archduke and duchess, 

Right Rev. Andrew 
of Trieste, assisted by 
of cler blessed the bodies and a 
hong procession was then formed. 
The coffins were placed on two 
hearses, cacu drawn by six horses, 

Seven cvaches filled with wreaths 
headed the procession with priests 
following. 

Behind the ‘hearses marched the 
members of the household of the 
archduke and duchess, the provincial 
governor and a long procession of 
naval and military officers, civil offi- 
cials and delegations, with two com- 
panies of soldiers in the rear. 

On its way to the southern railway 
station, whence the bodies were to be 
conveyed to Vienna, the procession 
passed between dense masses vi peo- 
ple. Au the men stood with un- 
covered heads and most of the wo- 
men wore mourning.
